Watson was sustained. 


Delegates entered the 
convention 


hall in scattered bunches. The hall 
was filled without any demonstration, 
the sergeant at arms ordering all to 
be seated until each delegate had his 
place.

named Johnson created a furor when 
he made a speech down in the center 
of the Coliseum. He was surrounded 
by ;i crowd of negroes. 
Order was 


restored by the police. 


After the 
convention 
had been 


called to order 
and the invocation 


pronounced, a flashlight picture, with 
the entire crowd standing, was taken 
inside the hall. 
The delegates and 


onlookers joined in singing "The Star 
Spangle Banner." 


When the gavel of Victor Rosewa- 


ter. chairman of the Republican nat- 
ional committee, fell today, calling to 
order the fifteenth Republican nation- 
al convention, one of the most inter- 
esting fights in the history of Ameri- 
can politics had 
reached a crisis. 


And it seemed significant that the 
first piece played by

]0:lo a. m. was "My Country, 'Tis of 
Thee." 


After practically every 
delegate 


from the South had reported Direct- 
or MeKinley of the Taft campaign 
said this afternoon: 


"A careful poll has been made of

every delegate is now in the city. It 
may be stated with positiveness that

What Sort of Poison Caused Girl's 


Demise Will be Determined 


by Him. 


Within six hours after she was 


taken violently ill, Maxey Manning, 
age thirteen, daughter of William E. 
Manning of 337 East Tenth street, 
lay a corpse. The cause of her death 
is as yet undetermined. 


The physicians who were called in 


the case found that her symptoms 
were those of some sort of poisoning. 
'Every possible thing known to the lo- 
cal medical fraternity was resorted 
to in order to save the girl's life, but 
their efforts were fruitless. 


She was taken sick at 
seven 


o'clock yesterday evening and died 
this morning at one-thirty o'clock.' 
Her younger sister, 'Lillian, was tak- 
en sick later in the evening with the 
same symptoms, and for a time her 
life was in jeopardy. 
Physicians 


were able to pull her through, how- 
ever, and it was said this afternoon 
that she would recover. 


Dr. J. P. Simmonds, superintend- 


ent of hygiene of the State board of 
health of Indianapolis, was notified 
this morning of the unusual condi- 
tions which surrounded the death of 
the little girl, and he came here and 
conducted an autopsy at the Manning 
home. Rushville doctors were pres- 
ent. 


The exact cause of the little girl's 


death will not be determined until 
after Dr. Simmonds applied a chem- 
ical test to organs which were aft'ect- 
ed.» It will probably be several days 


fore the result of the examination 


will be known. 


The girl first showed symptoms of 


being poisoned. 
The attending phy- 


=ieiaii thought it ptomaine poisoning. 
It was recalled that the little girl had 
eaten some canned corn Sunday and 
that she had also eaten >some green 
apples which had been sprayed. 


The autopsy revealed that 
her 


death was due to some toxine which 
had formed in the intestinal tract. 
What caused the poisou, whether it 
was due to something she had eaten 
or to auto-intoxication, will be de- 
termined when the pathologist has 
subjected the matter to a chemical 
test. 


The little girl is survived by her, 


father, a step-mother," two sisters", 
Lillian and Rebecca, and a brother, 
George.

Ruling Under New Caboose Law to Be 


Taken Higher. 


Indianapolis. June IS.—Judge Mar- 


key of the criminal court fined the! 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railroad company $100 and 
costs for failing to comply with the 
law enactt'l by the last legislature, 
which provides regulations for ca- 
booses. The defendant company gave 
notice of appeal and the case will be 
taken to the supreme court. 


The caboose law provides that after 


191-1 all cabooses used in this state 
shall be twenty-four feet long exclu- 
sive of platforms, and that they must 
be 
equipped 
with two 
four-wheel 


trucks. There are also other require- 
ments set forth in the law. It is.pro- 
vided, however, that if a railroad com- 
pany sends one of its caboose cars to 
the repair shops for general repairs 
before 1914, that car shall not be sent 
out again until it has been remodeled 
so that it will conform to the require- 
ments of the law. Since the enact- 
ment of the law the railroad company 
repaired one of its cabooses and then 
sent it out without remodelling it. 
The constitutionality of the law was 
attacked on the ground that it depriv- 
ed the company of its property with- 
out due compensation. Judge Markey 
held the law valid.

Reiterating His Oft Repeated Declara- 


tion That on the Face of the Returns 
Roosevelt Delegation Has a Clear 
Majority in the National Convention, 
Roosevelt Gives Intimation of What 
Will Happen if He Is Turned Down. 


Chicago. June 18.—The men and 


women who packed the theater cheer- 
ed for the colonel and sang Roosevelt 
songs while waiting for Colonel Uoose- 
velt to appear in the Auditorium last 
night. 


Alexander H. Revell introduced Sen- 


ator Borah, who said: 
"The people 


constitute the court of last resprt in 
this country, and when the representa- 
tives of the people fail to do their duty 
we can only appeal from them to the 
people at large." 
(Yells and cheers.) 


There was more in the same vein. 


Roosevelt's name drew 
prolonged 


cheers and yells from the gallery. 
Senator Borah declared it to be use- 
less for the party to "nominate a man 
that it cannot elect," and then gave 
his reasons for believing that Roose- 
velt can be elected if nominated. 


Senator Borah had not concluded 


when Colonel Roosevelt came in at 8 
o'clock. 
The senator's voice was 


drowned in the great roar that went 
up. 


Finally Senator Borah's upraised 


hand brought brief silence. He got 
as far as "when I have finished I will 
Introduce to you—" when the cheering 
for the colonel again drowned his 
voice. 


When silence was again obtained 


Borah went on attacking the so-called 
national committee. He concluded as 
follows: 


"I now present the next president 


of the United States." The cheering 
started again and there were yells of 
"Fight 'em; fight "em." When quiet 
was restored the colonel read his 
speech. 


"I believe," said the ex-president 


after recounting his views of the com- 
mittee's action, "that even with the ad 
dition of these fraudulent delegates 
Mr. Taft's supporters are in a substan 
tial minority of the convention; and I 
do not merely believe, I know, tha* 
•we have a large majority of the legallj 
elected members of the convention. 


Hints of a Bolt. 


"We refuse to recognize or abide by 


this theft of the rights of the people 
by the national committee. It is oir. 
duty to the people of the country to 
insist that no action of the convention 
which is based on the votes of these 
fraudulently elected delegates bind 
the Republicaa party or imposes anj 
obligation upon any Republican. Th 
man nominated by the national com 
mittee as temporary chairman, who 
ever lie may be, must under these cir 
cumstances, \ie considered as merel; 
an instrument chosen by them for 
their purposes. 


"If such a man—whoever he be— 


Mr. Root or anyone else, and whatever 
hfs previous career—is willing to ac- 
cept an election by the aid of these 
fraudulently elected delegates, he at 
once becomes the representative of 
forces which no honorable man. no loy- 
al Republican, can afford to see tri- 
umph, whether within the party or in 
our national life. 


"We rest our case, not only before 


the Republican voters, but before the 
American people, upon the proposi- 
tion, first, that the national commit- 
tee cannot defeat the wishes of the 
rank and file of the Republican voters 
by unseating delegates honestly elect- 
ed, and second, that those who are dis- 
honestly substituted for them by the 
national committee cannot be permit- 
ted to vote on their own cases and to 
1>e the beneficiaries of fraud committed 
In their own behalf. 


"The issue," continued the colonel, 


"to both simpler and larger than that 
Involved in the personality of any 
man, or than that involved in any fac- 
tional or in any ordinary party con- 
test. We are standing for the great 
fundamental rights upon which all 
stable free government must be based. 
We are standing for elementary de- 
cency In politics. We are fighting for 
honesty against naked robbery; and 
where robbery is concerned, the all- 
Important question is not the identity 
of the man robbed, but the crime 
itself. 


"As far as Mr. Taf and I are con- 


cerned, it little matters what the fate 
of either may be. But Mr. Taft's ac- 
quiescence in the actions of his fol- 
lowers has raised an issue which is all 
Important to this country. It is not 
a partisan issue; it is more than a 
political issue; it is a great moral is- 
sue. If we condone political theft, if 
we do not resent the kinds of wrong 
and injustice that injuriously affect 
the whole nation, not merely our dem- 
ocratic form of government, but our 
civilization itself cannot endure. If 
the method adopted by the national 
committee is approved by the conven- 
tion which is about to assemble, a 
great crime will have been committed. 
The triumph of such proceedings at 
the moment would mean the wreck of 
the Republican party; and if such pro- 
ceedings become habitual it would 
mean tne wreck of popular govern- 
ment"
